“balance of trade.” In common 
phrase they would be ‘quits.’ 
But it is hardly expected thai 
this can come about; one must 
buy more than the. other, one 
must sell more than the other. 

“The difference between the twc 
is the balance of trade.

. between these two countries wa: 
so narrow that no diflculty or 
inconvenience was -experienced 
by our banks in adjusting the 
difference. “As the balance wid-

In view of the fact that our 
government has arranged cred- 
its, amount to over one hundred 
millions of dollars, with Europe- 
an countries, for the two fold 
_purpose of providing Europes 
‘with commodities needed in re- 
construction and of securing new 
~market for the future, it is only 
‘natural that, our exports to the 

nited States should fall off con- 
siderably. This being the casc 
the only solution’in sight at pre- 
sent appears to be that we cur- 
tail own. purchasing from across 
the line. Because of this the 
high rate of exchange may ana 
should prove a blessing in dis- 
guise. For after all the balance 
of trade is not caused by inter- 
national purchases on the part 
of our governments, but rather 
by. the pur¢hases made by indi- 
viduals and business concerns, 
Every. pair of ts, stockings, 
every dress, waist, or pound of 
food stuff which is not made or 
produced in Canada adds to our 
adverse trade balance when such 
commodities are purchased by 
Canadian consumers, and each 
purchase so made adds to the in- 
crease in the exchange rate on 
our coin. It cah readily be seen, 
therefore, that Canadians still 
have a patriotic duty to perform. 

Before the war in 1918 Canada 
had, with all countries, an ad- 
verse balance of 314 million dol- 
lars. We bought that amount

ing to the immense munition and 
food orders which came to Can- 
ada as the result of the war, and 
for which European countries 
shad to pay us, there was in 1917 
a favorable balance in our. na-

A bill to stop all immigration for 
two years and to deport all aliens who 
‘military service during the war, was 
introduced yesterday by Chairman 
Johnson, of the house immigration 
committee, : 

After the ‘end of the two-year sus: 
pension period, aliens would be en- 
titled to admissiin to the United Statee 
only under a passport-on their written 

tion to become an American 


citizen, They would be required wo|- 


register annually until citizenship was 
conferred. Fraudulent entry would be 
punishable by five years’ imprison- 
ment and $1,000 fine to be followed by 
deportation. Few exceptions to the 
prosecution of immigration for two 
years are permitted by the bill, Alien 
residents. of the Unjted States might 
send for their parents, grandparents, 
unmarried or widowed daughters or 
sons under 16, unless these relatives
